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It is still necessary to take broad views with regard to the useful- 
ness of England in Europe, and to work out those views by the 
most effectual, although the ordinary, means. It will not do as 
yet to declare in deed as well as in words that we in this country 
do not care for either French, or Russian, ye got ag tare 
Spanieh and that all we want is to advance i 
Seamer bike existing state of things the result of such a 
one-sided pelicy will not and cannot add to the practical force of 
England; but, on the contrary, by implication, must tend to 
diminish even her material interests. If, then, something has 
been eaid towards proving that this country must continue to 
take and keep her place in the abstract polity of Europe, the 
question has at length arisen—what, for the future, is to be the 
a‘titude we are to assume, what the alliances we are to preserve, 
and what the co-operation we are to cultivate? 

The statement of the Foreign Minister in the House of Commons 
naturally occurs to the mind when we are considering this pro- 
position. That statement amounts to this, that, whereas we have 
tried to reconcile the difficulties that lie in the way of a positive, 
direct, and coactive alliance with France, the result has been a 
failure—the want of affinities has of necessity prevented the 
necessary entire cohesion. As matters stand, however, there 
is no reason for a rupture with France, there is none for 
even a discontinuance of most friendly relations; but it is 
certain that anything like a political partnership is hence- 
forth at an end. The situation may be illustrated by a very 
common occurrence in social life. A lady and gentleman for a 
time believe themselves to be fitted, by the concufrence 
of all the usual circumstances, for the formation of a matri- 
monial union. Events, however, tend to bring out the fact 
that incompatibilities exist which would render such a union 
not only unsatisfactory but impossible. The parties, being 
prudent and sensible persons, perceive that, notwithstanding the 
failure of more tender relations, there is enough of congruity and 
general sympathy between them, and perhaps sufficient identity 
of interests, to render an acquaintance and even a friend- 
ship possible on broad grounds. In such a case there is 
warranty for the expectation of perhaps a useful, and certainly 
a not unpleasant, fellowship ; while, if no more is attained by such 
a judicious proceeding than the avoidance of irritation and 
ill-will, such a consequence is not to be despised. In some such 
manner, it seems to us, should our future relations with France 
be established—friendly intercourse, political and diplomatic, as 
much acting together in these respects as is attainable, and as 
much commercial and trading interchange as is possible to 
be achieved But it is not too much to assert that recent 
events show—without entering into details of the course which has 
been pursued towards this country, which is illustrated by the 
deep mortification expressed by Lord John Russell—that much 
more than this is hardly practicable, even if it was not a growing 
opinion that the alliance between England and France is more 
likely to be perfected by the insensible influence of intercommuni- 
cation between the two peoples than by the action of Govern- 
ments or the machinery of diplomacy. 

Another phase of the observations of Lord John Russell deserves 
notice. He stated that in his opinion it was necessary that 
England should cultivate other intimacies in Europe, with a view to 
create a counterpoise to what is supposed . to be the aggrandising 
policy of France. No doubt this was meant, and ought t> be 
received, in a very qualified sense. There is little doubt that a 
combined remon strance of all the great Powers, headed by 
England, would yet have the effect of altering the destination of 
those provinces of Savoy, the possession of which by France 
would threaten the independence of Switzerland, and might result 
in the appearance some day of a French flotilla on the Lake of 
Geneva. We have for some time entertained an opinion that the 
Emperor of the French has in reserve an intention to act at the 
right moment, with regard to Chablais and Faucigny, in a way 
which will go far to reconcile Europe to the annexation of Savoy. 
It is by no means impossible that he will offer to cede these pro- 
vinces to Switzerland. For any such purpose a community of 
action between England and the other great Powers is not only 
legitimate but desirable. But we earnestly deprecate any attempt 
to form alliances with Austria, Russia, or even Prussia, which 
would be in their nature, or at least have the appearance of being, 
a conjunction against France. Such an alliance is infinitely more 
wanting in the elements of compatibility than even that which 
it has been attempted to establish with France. There 
are traditions connected with such a confederacy peculiarly 
distasteful to the people of England; there are difficulties con- 
nected with its being carried on in its integrity which are 
insuperable, except on the condition of the yielding by this 
country of all those principles of political and social liberty, and 
of commercial freedom, which, for the last’qu arter of a century 
at least, England has not only professed but determinedly acted 
upon. 
On the whole, then, it would seem that in her foreign policy 
Great Britain ought to adopt what would be a very dignified 
and probably useful, course. Without fettering herself by 
special alliances, which must involve a continual system of con- 
cession, the nature of which it is impossible to foresee—without 
being intimately connected with any Power—let her maintain the 
most friendly, the most courteous, relations with all. Let everj- 
thing like mere meddling be avoided, and let that everlasting 
derpatch-writing, which is the cause of half the diplomatic difi- 
culties which arise, be considerably curtailed; let England 
never interfere nisi dignus vindice nodus, but let her moral 
influence and her lofty example be left to its certain exercise. 
No better illustration of what we wish to indicate is to 
be found than in the fact that English policy is triumphant in 
Central Italy. The expression of her opinion, and the moral 
weight which attaches to it, have, we firmly believe, done more 
than anything which has occurred to establish a free kingdom of 
Italy. There isa high policy which is as much opposed to per. 
petual fidgeting by the Foreign Office as it is distinct from mere 
ieolation in ot for the attainment of which, perhaps, no 
other in world is so adapted as England. It is only 
the sbortaighteduees of our statesmen which has hitherto pre- 
vented the adpption of that policy ; and we are inclined to think 
that there are sy:nptoms that the Ministers who are my with 
the conduct of forign affairs are ing conscious of the fact.

ANNEXATION OF SAVOY AND NICE, 

The conclusion of the treaty by which Sardinia cedes Savoy and 
Nice to France was officially announced by the Moniteur on Sunday. 
The convention was signed on Saturday at Turin, and by it Ki 
Victor Emmanuel consents to the cession, ‘subject to the approva 
of the Sardinian Chambers.” The annexation is to be effected 
‘without any constraint on the wishes of the population,” and the 
two Governments are to settle the best means of ascertaining those 
wishes. King Victor Emmanuel cedes the neutralised districts of 
Savoy under the conditions upon which he holds them; and the 
Emperor Louis Napoleon ‘‘ promises to come to an understanding on 
this question” with Switzerland and with the Powers which signed 
the treaties of Vienna. Such are the conditions of the treaty, as the 
Moniteur announces them. 

The line to be taken by the new frontiers of France and the 
Sardinian States has, we are told by a telegram from Turin, been 
decided by the two Gove:nments, though the minor details will be 
settled by a mixed commission. From the port of Vintimiglia the 
frontier will pursue the course of the River Roya to the Col di Tenda, 
and thence it will follow the summits of the Alps, in such a way 
epgeseaty that France will have the command of the passes of the 
Col di Tenda and Mont Cenis. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times says it is believed all the 

eat Powers have replied to the Emperor’s communication respect- 
ng the annexation of Savoy and Nice. The substance of Rassia’s 
note is, that so long as the “‘right of the people” to select their 
rulers is not put forward by France, and that as the present change 
does not affect the balance of Europe, what Sardinia may choose to 
do is no affair of hers. Prussia says that, as the Emperor Napoleon 
formally disavows the doctrine of natural frontiers, the transfer of 
Savoy is no business of hers. Austria declares that she certainly 
does not approve of annexations of the kind, but, as Europe stood by 
when other annexations wero effected, she does not see what she has 
to do with the Savoy annexation. 

The Swiss Federal Government have protested strongly against the 
annexation of Savoy to France. First Dr. Kera, and then General 
Dufour, an old and intimate friend of the Emperor, were seat on 
special mizsions to reserve the rights of the Swiss Confederation, but 
alltono purpose. Yesterday week a popular assembly took place 
at Geneva, at which 3000 persons resolved to send addresses to the 
Federal Council and to the population of Upzer Savoy. The Helvetic 
Society have protested, and demand prompt, energetic, and military 
demonstrations in support. The Federal Assembly, composed of the 
National Council and the Council of the States, was convoked for 
Thursday. Orders have been given to assemble a portion of the 
Federal Contingents of the cantons of Berne, Vaud, Neufchitel, 
Friburg, and Valais. 

A note was received on Tuesday from M. Thouvenel, tending to 
tranquillise Switzerland by citing the reservations in favour of the 
latter country which are contained in the treaty of cession of Savoy 
and Nice. 

The note in which the Swiss Government communicates to the 
Great Powers its remonstrances and protest azainst the annexation 
of Savoy to France has been published. Last month the French 
Government cfficially declared to the Swiss Envoy at Paris, and 
through the French Uhargé d’Affaires to the Federal Council at 
Berne, that the question was not then in agitation, but that if Savoy 
were annexed to France Chablais and Faucigny should be ceied to 
Switzerland ; and similar assurances were at the same time given to 
the English Government. Now Switzerland, finding that Savoy is 
to be annexed to France without any regard for her rights, solicits 
the intervention of the great Powers, and expresses a hope that ‘if 
Savoy is to be ceded the possibility will te given her, by the 
adjunction of the neutralised provinces, to defend with a chance of 
success ber neutrality and her independence.” 

An address to the great Powers, a declaration, and addresses to 
the Em Louis Napoleon, King Victor Emmanuel, and the Swiss 
Federal Council, have signed by 11,502 male adult inhabitants 
of the districts of Chablais, Faucigny, and Genevoise, and have been 
forwarded for publication in the English journals. The memorialists 
declare that they do not desire to 6 off allegiance to the King 
of Sardinia; but that, if their country must be severel from Pied- 
mont, they ardently desire that it may be incorporated with the 
Swiss Confederation, to which they are attached by every tie of 
interest and goodwill.

As yet we have received only from one place in Savoy a report of 
the result of the election for the Sardinian Parliament.

THE TWO SICILIES, 

In Southern Italy the state of affairs becomes more and moro 
alarming. The King left on the 20th for Gaeta. The army of the 
Abruzzi is being concentrated, It is asserted that a levy of all 
able-bodied men whose ages do not exceed forty years has been 
decided on. A further reduction of the oustoms tariff for two 
hundred articles has been declared, The King remaiacd three days 
at Gaeta inspecting the newly-enlisted troops. His Majesty has 
given all the necessary orders for their organisation, but no move- 
ment of troops towards the frontier has been orde-ed. Tho King 
returned to Naples on Thursday, and has recalled his Plenipotentiary 
from Rome. Several other assassinations of agents of the public 
administration have taken place in Sicily. Great agitation prevails 
there, but no demonstration of any decided charazter has taken 
place. General Viglia has been sent into Calabria, in order to 
pursue certain bands of agitators. 

PRUSSIA. 

According to a telegram from Berlin on Wednesday last 
the answer of Prussia to M. Thouvenel’s note contains a distinct 
reeervation of rights, and energetically supports the demands of 
Switzerland. 

The Prince Regent, the Princess of Prussia, the Princess Frederick 
William, and several other members of the Royal family were present 
on Tuesday se‘nnight at an entertainment in the Concert Hall, when 
meny tableaux vivants were enacted by distinguished members of 
the Prussian aristocracy and by English visitors or residents in the 
capital, Two French one-act vaudevilles followed, the characters in 
which were also sustained by Prussian and English amateurs, The 
profits of the entertainment were to be given to the poor. 

It has been resolved to erect a monument in Berlin to the memory 
of Frederick William IITI., the father of the present Sovereign. Tho 
spot selected is between the Royal palace and the museum, and the 
statue is to face the former building. It will be in the form of a 
coloseal bronze figure of the King on horseback, in the military 
costume of bis day, and mounted on a bronze and granite pedestal 5 
ornamented with scu'pture. 

Thursday week being the sixty-third birthday of the Prince 
Regent, his Royal Highness, at nine o’clock, received the congratu- 
lations of his Court; and at ten o’clock the members of the Royal 
family, as well as the German Princes at present in Berlin, the Princo 
Augustus of Wurtemberg. the members of tho family of Prince 
Radziwill, the Prince of Hohenzollern, and the Princes on duty at 
the garrisons of Potsdam and Berlin, paid a visit to his Royal 
Highness, who afterwards received the Ministers of State and the 
members of his Staff. The Queen also sent to congratu'ats his 
Royal Highness in the course of the morniog. In the afternoon a 
grand dinner took place at the palace of the Prince and Princess 

rederick Wiliiam, at which the members of the Royal family were 
present ; ard in the evening an assembly and theatrical representa- 
tion took piace at the palace of the Prince Regent. 

The Chamber of Nobles of Prussia, on Saturday, after having dis- 
cussed petitions against the admission of Jewish landowners to the 
States of the Circles, adopted by 54 votes to 41 a resolution on the - 
matter Lostile to the Government. 

AUSTRIA. 

The new Austrian loan amounts to 200 million florins. The current 
interest is fixed at 5 per cont. The bonds are of 500 florins each, 
and are to be repaid within fifty-seven years, by lottery drawings, to 
take place every six months. The highest prize in the lottery will 
be 300,000 florins ; the lowest, 600 florins. Tho emission price of 
the loan will be 100 florins. The bonds of the National Loaa will be 
accepted by the Government at par as payment of one-fifth of the 
amount subscribed, Payment is to be mado in ten instalments, the 
last of which is fixed for the 10th of October, 1861, The subscrip- 
tion list is to be kept open till the 7th of April next. 

As regards the question of the annexation of Savoy and Nice to 
France, we learn by a despatch from Vienna that Austria, having 
already declared, in reference to the States of Central Italy, that she 
does not intend to employ the force of arms against that which sho 
cannot prevent, acts in conformity with this principle in continuing 
to observe a purely passive attitude. The Austrian answer which is 
about to be sent to Paris will, therefore, be neither a protest nor an 
approval of the annexation. It records a fact, the principle of which 
remains reserved, 

GERMANY. 


The German Diet approved last Saturday the report of its com- 
mittee respecting the Constitution of Electoral Hesse, or, in other 
words, it refused to re establish the Constitution which the Elector 
illegally and arbitrarily subverted. The discord betweon Austria 
and Prussia was openly and alarmingly disclosed in consequence of 
this decision. Prussia expressly declared that she would not be 
bound by the Diet’s resolution ; and the Diet then, on the motion 
of the Austrian representative as President, resolved that all Federal 
Governments are obliged to recognise its resolution. 

The Legislative Bo M of the free town of Frankfort-on-the-Ma‘ne 
has unanimously resolved to give its representative the following 
instructions, viz. :—He may propose to the Federal Diet that a cen- 
tral Power in Germany, increased by a national representation, 
should be established. The motive given for this resolution is the 
threatening attitude assumed by France.

The Spanish Government have taken measures for the con- 
venience of foreign astronomers desirous of witnessing, in Spain, the total 
eclipse of the sun on the 18th of July.

Sardinian Government. General Garibaldi would therefore obtain 
~ the grade of General of Division in the French Army ; but he has 
already declared his choice to be Italy, and his intention to remain 
a subject of King Victor Emmanuel. } 2 

Paris, Thursday.—The Patrie of this evening states that the 
French regiments in returning from Italy will stop successively at 
Chambéry and Nice, but that a military occupation will only take 

lace when the neceesary formalities of the treaty have been fulfilled, 
he districts of Chablais and Faucigny will provisionally receive no 
garrisons. 

Zurich, Thursday.—The following is a summary of the report 
addressed by the Federal Council to the Federal Assembly : 
“The interests of the safety, independence, and neutrality of 
Switzerland demand that her rights in reference to the neutralised 
provinces of Savoy should not be encroached upon by their annexation 
to France. Even admitting that the neutrality of these provinces 
should continue, their annexation would still be against the treaties, 
and would threaten the rights and interests of Switzerland. The ex- 
pectation of the good offices of the Powers concerning these questions 
reassures Switzerland, on condition that no occupation of those pro- 
vinces by France previously takes place, and that the statu quo shall 
be respected. The following are, therefore, the proposals made by 
the Federal Council:—That the Assembly may ratify the reso- 
lutions which bave been adopted, and grant the necessary credits. 
The Assembly should request the Council to continue to protect 
energetically the rights and interests of Switzerland in regard of the 
neutralised provinces of Savoy, and to obtain that the statu quo 
should be respected. It may also authorise the President to take 
all necessary measures to that effect. ‘The Federal Assembly will 
be again convoked in the event of its becoming necessary to cat! out 
the troops, or should other grave circumstances require it.” 

Berne, ‘Thursday.— The Federal Assembly has appointed a Com- 
mission of twenty-three members, who will examine the report of 
the Federal Council, and will propose their resolutions to-morrow 
mornirg. 

Berlin, Thursday.—The reply of Prussia to M. Thouvenel’s note 
was sent to Paris the day before yesterday. Prussia disapproves of 
the annexation of Savoy to France. Switzerland, whose rights were 
reserved by Sardinia, has made an appeal to the Powers, Those 
rights must be examined and protected. Prussia concludes by 
announcing that she will treat the question of Switzerland in a 
separate note, 

Paris, Friday.—The Monitenr publishes the treaty of cession of 
favoy and Nice by Sardiniato France. This treaty is according to 
the summary already published, and has, besides, the following 
articles :—A mixed commission will determine what Savoy and Nice 
rhall contribute to the payment of the public debt of Sardinia and 
to the execution of several public contracts. The Sardinian 
Government reservos to itself to finish alone the boring of Mont Cenis. 
The treaty will become executive for Sardinia after receiving the 
sanction of Parliament. ‘The Moniteur also announces that the 
Senate bas rejected, by passing to the order of the day, and with 116 
aga‘nst 16 votes, several petitions requesting the intervention of tho 
Senate in favour of the temporal power of the Pope. Tho Consti- 
tutionnel publishes a summary of the proclemation of Victor 
En manuel releasing the inhabitants of Savoy and Nice from con- 
tim ing subjects of his Majesty. The King, in conclusion, says :— 
“ France and Italy are two sister nations, whose destiny is to march 
at the head of civi isation.” 

CentRAL Itaty.—Leghorn, Thursday.—Prince Carignan has 
arrived Lere, and has met with an enthusiastic reception. His Royal 

lighness is expected to enter Florence this evening, where a splendid 
reeept on awaits him, 

Fraz kfort, Thursday.—Austria has notified to the Federal Diet her 
protest against the annexation of the Italian Duchies to Sardinia. 

Ravenna, Wednesday.—The Papal carabiniers have taken off tho 
eecutcheon of the King of Sardinia from the house of the Sardinian 
Viee Consul at Pesaro, 

Rome, Thursday —On Tuesday last the Papal Goverament for- 
werded the whole of the diplomatic corps a protest against the 
anrexation of the Legations to Sardinia, 

THE ExcoMMUNICATION.—Turin, Thursday. —Private mossages 
received here from Rome confirm the statement that the allocution 
pronounced by the Pope in the Secret Consistory of the 26th inst. 
included the excommunication of the King of Sardinia. Without 
naming King Victor Emmanuel, the allocution specifies his acts, 
which, it says, have incurred the censures pronounced by the Councils 
against plunderers of the Church. 

Rome, Thursday.—To-day the act of major excommunication pro- 
nounced against those who have either promised to aid or who have 
counselled rebellion, invasion, or usurpation in’the Romagna has been 
published. The act has been posted up in several quarters of Rome. 

Hesse.—Frankfort, Thursday.—Prussia has repeated her reserve 
in reference to the question of the re-establishment of the constitu- 
tion of Electoral Hesse. The Federal Diet, in raply to Prussia, re- 
ferred to its resolutions on this question. 








THE UNITED STATES, 


In the Senate the Committee on Foreign Affairs has been instructed 
to inquire and report whether the treaty with Great Britain for the 
suppression of the African slave trade has been executed, and 
whether further legislation is necessary to more effectually suppress 
the slave traffic on the African coast. The Senate has rejected the 
treaty with Nicaragua. 

A bill for the suppression of pclygamy in Utah has been intro- 
duced in the House of Representatives. In the House of Repre- 
sentatives the Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee asked 
leave to report a bill authorising a loan of 21,000,000 dollars for the 
redemption of Treasury notes, and for regulating the duties on 
imports, and for other purposes. Objection was raised, and the 
matter stands over. 

Stepbens and Hazlett, who were engaged in the affair of Harpe?'s 
Ferry, have been executed at Charleston. 

The Mobile Theatre, the Union Cotton Press, with 2000 bales of 
cotton, and several adjoining buildings, were destroyed by fire on the

The engine-house 
and boiler were shattered to pieces, and the poor fellows blown about one 
hundred yards from the engine-house. 


Heavy Penatty For Itxicit Distiination.—At the Justice 
of Peace Court, Edinburgh, on Monday, Robert Martin, a vinegar-dealer, 
carrying on business in James-court, was charged with several serious 
breaches of the excise laws on the 6th of February last. The fines to which 
he had rendered himself liable amounted in the aggregate to £3700, and the 
full amount of the penalty was adjudged. 


At Taunton, one day last week, an unlucky juryman left the 
court a. an interval, and did not come back for an hour and fifty 
minutes. eing asked to account for his conduct, he said he had come 
from home without his breakfast, and had gone out to get some refresh- 
ment, as he baa understood two hours were allowed.

at he had no intention to steal the horse, and the reason he took it was, 
that he might reach the railway station at Kingston in time tocatch the train.

EXTRAORDINARY CaSE OF MANSLAUGHTER-—At the Suffolk 
Assizes, yesterday week, before Chief-Justice Cockburn, two boys, named 
Jcbn Henry Cook and Williainm Rushbrook, were charged with the man- 
slaughter of Lucy Lanbexter, at Trimley St. Martin. The case was a 
lamentable illustration of the fatal effects which occasionally follow 
*“jarking.” On the 20th of August the deceased went to the flour-mill of 
Mr. Rafiles, at Trimley, and asked for the prisoner Cook. He came down 
to her, and they both ran into the mill lane and began playing ether, 
Cook pulled off her bonnet, and Rushbrook, the other prisoner, coming up, 
they all ran into the mill, where one of the boys, seizing the girl by the 
waist, and the other by the legs, held her head for a few seconds in some 
meal in a trough. The poor girl ran out, but soon afterwards fell down and 
died, the flour, which had choked her nostrils and mouth, causing asphyxia. 
The jury found the prisoners guilty, but recommended them to mercy on 
the ground that they had not been actuated by any intention to injure the 
Soosenee, The Chief Justice sentenced them tw fourteca days’ imprisunment 
each,

THE SHOE-BIRD OR WHALE HEADED STORK. 
(BALENICEPS REX.) 


THE Zoological Society of London have lately added to their daily- 
incressing collection in the Regent’s Park Gardens two living 
examples of one of the most singular of the varied forms met with 
throughout the whole class of birds, and one, moreover, the very 
existence of which has only become known to naturalists within tho 
last few ycars. It was in 1850 that tho Abyssinian traveller, Mans- 
field Parkyns, brought to England the first skins of the sho»-bird or 
whale-headed stork—baving obtained them, we believe, by purchisa 
at Khartoum, a town situated at the junction of the White and B'ue 
Niles. These birds were exhibited to the Zoological Society at ono 
of their scientific meetings in the following January by Mr. Gould, 
the well-known ornithologist, and named by him Balmniceps (whale- 
head), from the extraordinary size of the bill, and rex (king), in 
allusion to the celebrated choice once made by the frogs of a stork 
to be king over them, and to the undeniable capacity for devouring 
his subjects that this stork possesses beyond all other storks, Sinco 
that time several specimens of the Balwniceps have been brought to 
Evrope by different travellers and collectors, who have visited the 
region of the White Nile. It was during an expodition from 
Khartoum vp this river, and on the banks of a large lake, one of 
its principal feeders, called the Bahr il GazA!, that Mr. John 
Petherick, her British Majesty’s Consul for the Soudan, as we under- 
stood from his interesting communication made to the Zoological 
Society on Tuesday evening last, first made the acquaintances of the 
Baleniceps. This bird, according to Mr. Petherick, is but rarely 
seen on the banks of the Nile, and then only duriog a short periot 
of the year, when the interior is dried up. It prefers tho natural 
tanks and morasses of the interior, where tho shallowness of tho 
water affords it greater facilities for wading. It is usually seen in 
flocks of from a pair to one hundred together, mostly in the water. 
When disturbed they fly low over the surface, and settle »gain at no 
great distance. Their food is principally fishes and water-snaks, 
but they will also feed on the intestines of dead animals, the car- 
cares of which they easily rip up with the strong hook of the upper 
bill. The breeding time of the Baleniceps is the rainy se won, 
durirg the months of July and August, and the spot chossn is in the 
reecs or high graes, immediately on the waters edge. The birds 
before laying scrape a hole in the earth, in which without any lining 
the female ceporits her eggs. 

After numerous unsuccessful attempts Mr. Petherick succeeded ix 
rearing several young birds of the Baleniceps from eggs taken by 
his hunters, batching them under hens at Khartoum, ‘T’wo of these 
alone survived the long journey from Khartoum to London, bsinz 
the exemp'es above alluded to now in the Zoological Socisty's 
Gerdens, and from which the Illustration on the next page has been

We express our belief, without hesitation 
ahd without reservation, that they deserve universal adoption. 
We have no doubt the British Chess Association, at its approachin 
meeting at Cambridge, will crown this work of its most distinguish 
member with the accordance of its heartiest sanction to his code. If 
modifications are found advisable they must be both slight and few. 
To Mr. Staunton must the honour undoubtedly be assigned of having 
supplied the chess world with what he desiderated, in quoting in his 
Handbook the existing laws, the honour of establishing a “ general 
and comprehensive code of regulations, in the interpretation of 
which there is neither doubt nor difficulty, and which is worthy of 
the period and of a game which aspires almost to the dignity of 
science.” 

We have left ourselves little space to remark on the other parts of 
this volume. The ‘most important modern improvements in the 
openings,” to the consideration of which the larger part of the book 
is devoted, are treated in Mr. Staunton’s best style. Taken in con- 
nection with the handbook which it supplements ‘‘ Chess Praxis” 
must be an invaluable aid at once to the tyro and to the skilled 
amateur. The illustrative games are very numerous and, so far as 
we have found leisure to examine them, annotated with Mr. 
Staunton’s customary judgment and ability. In an extended 
Appendix we have a collection of Mr. Morpby’s match-games and 
many other games played by him in this country and in France, In 
the comments on these games we find nothing of those fulsome 
laudations which some have lavished upon the young American. Yet 
Mr. mA is by no means underrated. e beauties of his pla 
are noted, and his excellencies are acknowledged, though perhaps wit

SEAMANSHIP AND ITS ASSOCIATED DUTIES IN THE RoyaL Navy. 
By Lieutenant A. H. ALsTon, R.N. Routledge and Warne. 

We congratulate the midshipmen of the fleet, to whom this book is 
dedicated, on their having within their reach what even an uninitiated 
rson can perceive to be an excellent manual of instruction 
fn their profession. The author states that previously to the publica- 
tion of ‘‘ The Naval Cadet’s Manual,” young officers were left to pick 
up what smattering of seamanship was required of them with but 
little help from that book lore which as a vehicle of instruction plays 
so important a part in the educational system of all other profes- 
sions, and which is not less needed in the naval service. The present 
work is an attempt to supply the deficiency, and it would, we are 
informed, have been published before the above-mentioned very 
useful one by Captain Boyd had not the long absence of the author 
on a foreign station unavoidably postponed it. Still, he is of opinion 
that so extensive a subject can hardly be said to have been ex- 
hausted ; and where there is so great a diversity of opinion as allow- 
ably exists cn many points of practical seamanship it is of advantage 
to see both sides of the question. Mr. Alston wholly excludes the 
consideration of steam power, regarding its employment as excep- 
tional and subordinate for ordinary purposes, until we ehall be able 
to generate it by a less a material than coal, and to apply it 
by means lesg liable to derangement than our present machinery can 
be said to be. The distinctive features of a ship proper, he asserts, 
are still maintained in our screw vessels of war, while the paddle- 
steamer will in naval warfare soon be reckoned among the things 
that were. It follows, therefore, that the study and practice of sea- 
manship are by no means a work of supererogation. A treatise on 
nautical surveying is included in the work, which is intended for the use 
of those officers who, not possessing any experience in surveying 
operations, may unexpectedly find themselves in situations where 
such work is expected from them; and it contains instructions about 
almost everything which can possibly be required for ordinary pur- 
The book is divided into ; the first of which contains a 
series of questions on seamanship which relate to explanatory 
matter in the second » on the subjects of the 
fitting out of vessels, the working them at sea, and 
a mass of valuable observations on general service. 
The third part consists of a number of tables and 
miscellaneous information, and the volume also 
contains two hundred illustrative engravings. As 
the result of the experience of a practical as well 
as a scientific sailor, this work will doubtless recom- 
mend itself to those for whose improvement and 

instruction it is intended.

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WHEN a great measure, as sometimes happens, gets into a ludicrous 
position in Parliament, of course its fate may be supposed to be 
sealed. 1t is with regret that we find ourselves compelled to 
acknowledge that the Keform Bill is in the agonies of even such a 
situation. In the slight comment which we thought it necessary 
to make on the Government bill for the amendment of the repre- 
sentation of the people, as it is somewhat grandiloquently entitled, 
we indicated an opinion that it was constructed mainly with a 
view to its passing both Houses of the Legislature, and that it was 
probable that it would be successful in that respect. Subsequent 
events have led us to modify that opinion, and we are inclined to 
believe that, even if it should weather the House of Commons, 
which is at least doubtful, it will leave that House with 
s0 many marks of, to say the least, indifference upon it that 
the House of Lords would be amply justified in rejecting 
it. It ought to be understood that the condition—very nearly 
absurd—into which the bill has fallen is really not attributable 
so much to its intrinsic faults as to the very careless manner 
in which it has been handled by the Government. The first step 
which was made with regard to it was a blunder. The postpone- 
ment of the introduction of such a measure for nearly six weeks 
after the meeting of Parliament, when it was supposed that the 
Legislature had been called together a fortnight earlier than 
usual, for the purpose of its being better able to deal with the 
question of Reform, was in itself suspicious. People do not 
hesitate to say that at that time the bill was not only not pre. 
pared, but the principles on which it was to be founded had not 
been agreed on by the Cabinet. Looking to its scopes 
and its general provisions, as well as to the manner in 
which Lord John Russell has dealt with it—a manner which 
is only to be understood by personal observation of his 
demeanour in the House—it seems very much as if the 
meaaure had been arranged on the principle of its containing as 
much as Lord John Russell could get on the one hand, and as 
little as the majority of the Cabinet would yield to him on the 
other. But, however that may be, there is small doubt that it 
makes a great advance in reference to the extension of the fran- 
chise ; and, probably, if it had not aimed at too much simplicity, 
it would have been better calculated to secure acceptance. 

It does not seem to us at all an objectionable course to deal 
with the different branches of Parliamentary Reform by separate 
measures. The main question of the franchise might very well 
form the subject of a single bill, and the other points of detail 
might properly be considered apart, so far as direct legislation is 
concerned. The mode in which the property qualification of mem. 
bers of Parliament was got rid of is a case in point, and shows 
the possibility of effectually dealing with what are comparatively 
minor subjects connected with Parliamentary Reform without 
their incumbering a principal measure. Nevertheless, as we have 
said, unity and simplicity of plan have been carried rather too far 
in Lord John Russell's bill as it stands. No doubt it is open to 
improvement in this respect in Committee; and, if the Govern- 
ment will really before the discussion on the second reading ends 
put some heart and earnestness into their support of it, it is quite 
possible that such a reasonable and proper measure may be passed 
through the Commons as will give it motive force enough to carry 
it through the Lords, and to settle the question of Parliamentary 
Reform for a period longer, we believe, than many persons con- 
template. If the Government suffer the second reading to be 
thrown over until after Easter, we are certain that they may bid 
good-by to their bill. Such a defeat could not be altogether 
insignificant in its effect on the Ministry. 
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Tae week that comprises the anniversary of the greateat 
fhumiliation sustained by the first Napoleon—the entry of the 
Allied Armies into Paris—sees the evacuation of Savoy by the 
‘troops of the King of Sardinia in order to make room for the 
-goldiery of Napoleon III, The coincidences of history are 
singular: may its hints be profitable to all parties concerned. 
An armistice between Spain and Morocco, with a view to a peace, 
is the only other interesting item of foreign news. The war was 
‘considered unnecessary, and it has been conducted at a cost 
enormously in excess of any advantage to be gained from it; but 
Spain had a not unjustifiable idea that she was very low down in 
the scale of nations, and that it was desirable for her to do some- 
thing to show that all her old martial spirit had not been 
demoralised by years of “civil dudgeon” and fraudulent bank- 
ruptcy. She has had a campaign, in which there has been some 
éclat, and her soldiers have proved that they can fight; but we 
take it that the principal gainers have been the army contractors 
and the curators of tke shrines of the saints, the former of whom 
‘have enjoyed large opportunities of safe plunder, while the latter 
have been the recipients of whole wardrobes of embroidered 
petticoats and tons of votive candles. If the age would only 
permit a grand Act of Faith, by the cremation of a distinguished 
party of heretics in the Plaza Mayor in Madrid, the Church would 
thave nothing more to desire from the crusade against the Moors. 
Parliament has had a church-rate debate, and Sir John 
Trelawny’s abolition bill has made progress in Committee. One 
- Of those discussions to which personalities give so much flavour 
occupied the House on Tuesday. The question raised, on the 
Conservative side, was whether the Government should not fulfil 
a mail contract entered into with Mr. Churchward, of Dover, 
*that gentleman having been reported by a Committee to have used 
corruption in dealing with certain electors. It was hardly to be 
“expected that party feeling should not have a good deal to do 
“with the decision, which was unfavourable to Mr. Churchward, 
His principal supporters amused the House with a series of 
extracts from letters written to him by highly-placed persons (too 
; great to have their names mentioned) who, when in office, desired 
' his aid either as a journalist or an election agent. 


And who were the culprits? Of gibbet or wheel 
Bore they mark, or the mangling antagonist’s steel ? 
No, by Ministers’ robes o’er their broadcloth you saw 
They were sinners too proud to be subjects for law. 
However, it is fair to say that, beyond the disclosure of the fact 
that a very useful man was in the habit of receiving from officials 
the kind of confidential or complimentary notes which oil the 
wheels of business of all sorts in these days, as they did in other 
‘days, there was no scandal to be revealed. The income-tax 
addition has been carried and the Wine Licenses Bill has been 
affirmed in principle, nutwithstanding the dreadful clamour 
which the brewers are ordering the publicans to make against it. 
One good feature of the measure is that it departs from the old 
licensing system that placed all power in the hands of magistrates, 
who are notoriously subservient to the great brewers. There is, 
nevertheless, far too much authority left in the hands of 
authorities who are at once irresponsible to the public and subject 
to private influences. The Army Estimates have to be withdrawn. 
and others substituted, in consequence of the new arrangements 
in India, but the Duke of Newcastle states that there will be no 
increase of expenditure. 
Singularly barren of home incident, the week just passed leaves 
little for record here. It is but six weeks since we chronicled the 
-death of Sir William Napier, the author of the noble “History of 
the Peninsulaa War,” and now we have to announce the death of 
‘his widow. Sir William died on the 12th of February last, and 
Lady Napier, a true helpmate of a great man, expired on the 
26th of this present March. The demise of Lady Stratheden, wife 
of the Lord Charcellor, creates a vacancy for the virtuous borough 
of Harwich, Mr. Campbell, her Ladyship’s son, taking the title. 
The election for Norwich has taken place, and Mr. Warner and 
Sir W. Russell, the Libeaal candidates, have been returned. 
Public attention is being (evidently “ by desire”) called to the 
condition of the General Post Office, which is found far too small 
and inconvenient to permit of the immense business of the estab- 
lishment being properly conducted. It is in the interest of every- 
body who writes or receives a letter that the Post Office should be 
«made as perfect as possible, and the press renders a benefit to 
society by letting the state of the case be known. The want of 
room at St. Martin’s-le-Grand is the grand evil—its consequences 
are multifarious; but the chief are delay, confusion, and the rough 
‘handling of letters and papers, any one of which grievances would 
seem to justify the having immediate recourse to Parliament for 
aid in a matter of so much importance. We are told of letters 
‘being swept out of a trough by a porter with an old hearthbrush, 
whereby they were torn and the stamps rubbed off; and we hear 
of another porter wading knee-deep in newspapers, knocking them 
about with a rake, and trampling them out of their covers by 
scores. As the Scottish obituaries say, “ Friends at a distance 
will please accept this intimation,” and, when they write to us 
with vehement objurgations as to the state in which the covers of 
the ItLustratep Lonpon News sometimes arrive, they will in 
future be inclined to divert their just wrath from us to the 
officials at the Post Office. It is impossible that the present state 
of things can be allowed to eudure; and we presume that the 
detailed complaint published by a leading daily contemporary may 
be regarded as the expression of the sufferings of Sir Rowland 
Hill. Of him, if it were only for the immeasurable boon of the 
penny post, we may say with Rosalind— 
Our fathers loved Sir Rowland as his soul, 
And all the world is of our fathers’ mind. 
And a voice from St. Martin’s-le-Grand is not to fall unheeded 
upon a nation that sends in one year through that establishment 
478,000,000 letters.

Bishop of Rochester: The will of the Right Rev. George Murray, D.D., 
Lord Bishop of Rochester, of Danbury Palace, Essex, and of 77, Ciester- 
square, London, was proved in the principal registry of her Majesty's 
Court of Probate, London, on the 26th of March, 1860. by the Right Hon. 
Lady Sarah Maria Murray, the relict, and the Rev. Francis H. Murray, 
M.A., Herbert H. Murray, Esq., and the Rev. Frederick W. Murray, M.A., 
the sons, the executors, and trustees. The personalty sworn under £35,000. 
The Bishop having a desire, as it will appear, procured an assignment of his 
wife’s marriage settlement and her right and interest over the residuary 
estate under the will of the late Countess of Kinnoull, in order that he 
might incorporate it with the assets of his own estate, to distribute, after 
the decease of his relict, amongst his children. He was of a 
number of shares in the Great Indian Peninsular Railway Company. His 
Lordship has left Lady Murray a life interest over all the property, with an 
immediate legacy of £1000 and all the furniture and effects belonging to 
him in the palace and at Chester-square, with a power of disposition over 
the residue, his property, at her decease, being subject to a of 
marriage portions to their children, to be paid to the trustees of the respec- 
tive settlements. The will is dated the 29th of May, 1858, signed “G. 
Rochester,” and is witnessed by James Hore and C. C. A. Hore, of Lincoln's 
Inn-fields. Considering the complexity of the various dispositions and 
recitale, the whole is very clearly and concisely set forth. he deceased 
Prelate was the ovly surviving son of Lord George Murray, the second son 
of the third Duke of Atholl, and had entered his seventy-seventh year.

NAVAL AND MILITARY INTELLIGENCE. 


According to the Staffordshire Advertiser, Government inspectors 
have been surveying Cannock Chase, with a vi-w to test ite availability as 
a site for the proposed midland arsenal and dép5t for 10,000 troups. 

At the present moment her Majesty's 2nd Life Guards possesses 
but two Cornets, the complement being eight. There are but ten subalterns 
available for regimental duty, the proper number being sixteen. 

The new works along the shores of Milford Haven have been 
commenced, and are being carried on with vigour. When they are completed 
this most important harbour may be considered impregnable. 

The time limited for payment of bounties of £4 to able seamen, 
and £2 to ordinary scamen, is to be prolonged and extended from the lst 
day of April next to the 81st day of March, 1861, inclusive. 

Lieutenant-Colonel J. H. Gascoyne, of the Chatham division of 
Roya! Marine Light Infantry, has received orders to proceed immediately 
to China, to command the Royal Marines serving with Admiral Llope’s 
squadron. 

Another Waterloo officer has been removed by death, making 
the fifth record within the last four weeks. Colonel Sir Thomas Noel 
Harris, K.11 , died at his seat in Kent on Friday week. The deceased oflicer 
was born in 1785. 

A large and very elaborate silver and ebony clock has just been 
completed by Mr. Hanccck, for the Earl of Sefton, for presentation to the 
officers of the 3rd battalion of Grenadier Guards, on his Lordship's retire- 
ment from the regiment. 

The hired shipwrights employed in Portsmouth Dockyard in 
excess of the authorised number (550) are to be discharged at the rate of 
fifty per week ; the other trades in proportion. Tho first discharge takes 
place on Saturday (this day). 

The launch of the Frederick William, screw, 86, took place at 
Portsmouth Dockyard last Saturday, and was attended with poe 
success. The ceremony of naming the vorsel was performed by tae 
Countess of Bernstorff, the wife of the Prussian Ambassador. 

Major the Hon. Hussey Fane Keane, of the Royal Engineers, 


has been appointed an extra Aide-de-Camp to the Commander-in-Chief, in

Master of the Horse department in the Queen's Household, 
The Under Secretary of State for War has recently issued a 


circular memorandum promulgating the new rates of personal allowance 
for officers and other members of the War Office, and in the civil establish- 
ments at our stations, not within the provisions of the travelling warrant 
dated Dec. 23, 1857. 

The erection of rifle-butts is a matter of competition among 
builders just now. Ten estimates were sent in for a “Swiss” butt, to be 
erected at Whitton Dean, for a Middlesex corps, varying from £148 to £99. 
The Warwickshire corps, at Leamington, appear to be more ambitious ; 
their butt is to cost £745. Eleven higher estimates ran up to £1829. 


Colonel Pakenham, Adjutant-General of the Queen’s Forces in 
India, is obliged to abandon his post in consequence of a painful disease 
which has attacked his knee-joint. He left Simla on February 5, in order 
to take a paseage to England. Colonel Congreve has assumed the charge 
of the department of the Adjutant-General at Simla. 


It is proposed to erect shortly a number of brick huts on the 
garrison parade-ground, Colchester Camp, for the accommodation of an 
eiaitional battalion of infantry, 1000 strong, and two batteries of horse 
artillery. It is stated that the head-quarters of the Royal Engineers in the 
eastern district will also be removed shortly from Harwich to Colchester. 

According to the latest accounts from India (says the Army 
and Navy Gazette) Lord Clyde has yielded to the pressure of the Governor 
General's wishes, and has consented to remain in India for another year. 
The result will be a general, though partial, change in the Indian com- 
mands. As Sir Hugh Rose retains the Bombay command, Sir William 
Mansfield intends, it is understood, to proceed to Bombay, and to remain 
there until the presidency shall be transferred to him on Lord Clyde’s 
departure for England. 

The Secretary of State for War has recently issued a circular 
embodying a Royal warrant, wherein it is announced that it has been 
deemed expedient to extend the grant of medals without gratuities to 
meritorious and well-conducted soldiers who have fulfilled the conditions 
of the Royal warrant of the 13th of April, 1854, but who are precluded from 
becoming recipients of the medal with a gratuity in consequence of the aggre- 
gate amount to be annually awarded em | already appropriated.

PORTRAIT OF DAVID GARRICK—BY R. E. PINE. 
Tae portrait of Garrick, by Pine, recently added to the National 
Portrait Gallery, is valuable as being an undoubted original repre- 
sentation of our great Roscius. Asa work of art it puts forth no 
pretensions save in respect of the commendable artistic treatment and 
conscientious finish bestowed upon it. The design is ordinary enough, 
and the colouring is cold and feeble ; but the likeness is a good one, 
judging from comparison with the two acknowledged portraits by 
Gainsborough. Garrick is represented in his everyday dress, with 
the play of “ Macbeth” in his hand, which he has been studying; 
and his eye rolls in a fine frenzy, as he evidently begins to feel the 
character. The expression is simply conventional ; but, upon the 
whole, for histrionic purposes, satisfactory. This portrait, which 
was painted at Bath for Sir Richard Sullivan, from whose family it 
has just been purchased by the nation, has been engraved in mezzo- 
tint by W. Dickinson, and in line by Robert Cooper.

A VISIT TO THE ROYAL HOSPITAL OF BETHLEHEM. 
(Continued from page 293.) 
Tue changes for the better in Bethlehem Hospital within the last 
seven years have been truly marvellous. One excellent and amiable 
man deserves much praise for the social revolution within the walls 
of this whilom mansion of misery. To the liberality of the Govern- 
ors, with Sir Peter Laurie and Mr. J. 8S. Johnson at their head, 
and the energy of Doctor Charles Hood, must be ascribed the ad- 
mirable and highly-useful improvements that have taken place. 
To his artistic taste the patients owe the innocent ornamentation of 
their former gloomy abode, which is now to them a source of solace 
and delight; and, since the advent to the position of physician- 
residentiary of Doctor Hood, this kind and wise labourer in the field 
of mercy has, together with his skilful and indefatigable assistant, 
Dr. Helps, done more to alleviate not only the physical pangs but 
the mental woes of the afflicted beings under his charge than has 
perhaps been effected by any medical practitioner in any asylum for 
the insane throughout the country. Dogmatism and fanaticism 
are alike out of place in Bethlehem, Suavity, cheerfulness, patience, 
good-humour are the best doctors. ‘The patients, with all their 
comforts, luxuries, and amusements, by the very fact of their tre- 
mendous and awful deprivation, are already and must be miserable. 
The waters of Lethe flow over the head of Idiocy, but not of 
Insanity. Save only when in an access of frenzy, I believe that 
all mad people are conscious of, and possessed by, a sense of the 
unutterable wretchedness of their lot—of their doom to seek and 
search for continually that which, God help them! they seldom 
find on this side the grave—their wits. It is a characteristic of 
the sage and patient polity that now reigns in Bethlehem that, while 
there is a chapel and a good and pious chaplain, and while the 
consolations of Religion are always at their command, they are 
never teased with religion, they are never worried with misplaced 
sermons. ia 
The reward of Dr. Hood is pleasurably manifest to every visitor 
who passesthrough the wards of Bethlehem. You seeit in the patients 
who throng round the kind physician, to press his hand, and ask his 
advice, ond whisper—heaven knows what rambling nonsense some- 
times—in his ear. Even the paralytic and bedridden nod and smile 
as the doctor passes—not with a vacant leer, but with a grateful

meaning. Scattered and scanty as are their poor senses, they know 
that the doctor is their friend; that he comes not with gags and 
fetters and scourges, but with tidings of help and comfort; that he 
comes to soothe and heal ; and we all know that he is on his Master’s 
business, that he is doing that which shall be done to him on the 
great day of reckoning: yea! a thousandfold and a millionfold of 
talents of imperishable gold and silver for every twopence which the 
good Samaritan left at the inn for the wounded man who had gone 
down to Jericho and fallen among thieves. 

It is no easy and no immediately thankful task for a man of education 
and refinement to abandon his beloved pursuits, the intercourse of 
society, the comforts of home, and the relaxations of literature 
almost, and devote himself to the perpetual perambulation of this 
via dolorosa—for ever pacing up and down those corridors, unlocking 
wickets with his master key, and doomed to be called up at any hour 
of the night, to have his ears filled from noon till night with whimper- 
ings and croonings, with moans and hysteric laughter. How he must 
cling toa sane face, shipwrecked as he is in this ocean of vacuous coun- 
tenances! We see such men as Dr. Hood and Dr. Helps patiently, 
cheerfully, resigning themselves to follow this thorny path. We 
know that they have many brethren in their calling —scholars, gentle- 
men, philanthropists—equally patient, cheerful, laborious in the 
good work ; and it is a reassuring and ennobling thing to know that 
vacancies among these knights of the order of Mercy are always 
filled up—that there are always men ready and willing to take up 
their cross and follow the behests of Him who wept for our suffer- 
ings and suffered for us all. 

It would be unjust in this place to omit a cordially-favourable 
mention of the male and female attendants at Bethlehem Hospital. 
None of the cynical sternness of the prison warder, none of the per- 
functory callousness of the hired nurse, can be imputed to them. 
They do their spiriting very gently, and use their patients, not as 
though they were repulsive burdens, but in a brotherly and 
sisterly fashion. Some of these attendants have been in the asylum 
for a period of twenty-two years, during which time not one accusa- 
tion of misconduct has been alleged again them. The onerous nature 
of their duties may be imagined when we reflect that iunatic patients 
are as helpless, as feeble, and eften as exigent, as perverse, and as 
fractious as children. When Dr. Hood pays one of his cheerful 
visits to the ladies’ workroom—fitted up with exquisite taste, and 
where convalescent and docile patients amuse or employ them- 
selves in embroidery, fancy work, and flower-painting in water- 
colours—it is by no means an uncommon occurrence for him to be 
asked by one of the inmates permission to go out “‘for a day’s 
pleasure.” Think not this is one of the vain and hopeless requests 
preferred by the maniac pining in his dismal captivity. If the 
patient be “ well enough,” the permission is readily granted; and 
the Soho Bazaar, the Pantheon, or friends and relatives, are visited. 
I confessed that few things surprised me more during my sojourn 
in this remarkable institution than the caim intimation that there 
was scarcely a place of amusement in the metropolis to which Dr, 
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Hood had not sent his patients, and that the great majority had 
participated in the ——— To which I must add a more note- 
worthy postscript, that on no occasion has the physician had to regret 
the extension of such an indulgence. 


THE MALE GALLERY. 


This apartment, of the same dimensions as the principal female 
gallery, is also fitted up in a style similar but not exactly identical to 
that employed on the female side. There are fewer flowers, 
and similar little elegancies, but the comforts are the same, 
and there is the same fondness manifested for pet birds and animals, 
cats, canaries, squirrels, greyhounds, &c. The patients amuse them- 
selves with games at bagatelle, cards, drawing, painting, reading, Xc. 
In our Illustration is a party playing chess ; others are killing time 
with music, or with that great consolator the tobacco-pipe. Still many 
of the patients take no pleasure in any kind of amusement, but for 
hours will sit or stand alone wrapt in thought, some in the atti- 
tude of listening, some with sunken heads and hands clasped behind 
them ; others with their arms pinned to their sides like recruits in 
the presence of the drill-sergeant. Others pace the long gallery inces- 
santly, pouring out their woes to those who will listen to them,or, if 
there be none to listen, to the dogs and cats, or, just as frequently, 
to the air. 

The Long Gallery gives access to a very excellent library. The 
leading journals and periodicals of the day are to be found on the 
tables, and on the bookshelves is a capital collection of the standard 
works of modern literature. The library is always well frequented. 
Many of the patients are highly educated and accomplished men ; 
more than one have been celebrated in intellectual pursuits. I need 
not remind those who are familiar with asylum interiors that one 
may be for along period in conversation with a lunatic who will in 
all respects behave as a rational being until you touch on the 
subject of his delusion. Pursuing the plan I proposed to 
myself at the commencement, I will not particularise the hallu- 
cinations that came under my notice. This is no journal 
of psychological medicine; and to make the special delusions 
of a madman a topic for picturesque essay-writing is only pandering 
to a morbid curiosity. Of course there are kings, ani emperors, and 
pontiffs among the patients. So there have been, I dare say, for 
centuries, and so there are in every madhouse in the world. 

As a fact very important as evidence in favour of a system not 
only of non-coercion, but of positive indulgence, let it be recorded 
that instances of books or periodicals being wantonly torn or defaced 
are unknown in the institution. It would seem that the mad folks 
are wiser in their generation than the human monkeys roving at 
large who tear and smear periodicals at coffee-houses, or who, to 
the scandal of this age, have been lately outraging books and maps 
in the reading-room of the British Museum. 

With a brief allusion to two remaining and most noticeable features 
of the “new system” of management my brief survey of Bethlehem 
Hospital must be brought toaconclusion, The two corresponding 











saloons at the extremity of the wings, and which are of spacious di- 
mensions, and lighted by large louvre windows, contain, the one a 
billiard-room, much frequented by the male patients in the evening, 
the other a ball-room, The latter is on the female side, and during the 
autumn and winter months balls are constantly given to the inmates, 
both male and female, who appear thoroughly to appreciate the 
enjoyment provided for them. Both Dr. Hood and Dr. Helps join 
the patients at these entertainments. Refreshments, consisting of 
home-made wines and ale, cake, biscuits, and fruit, are handed 
round at intervals. Many of the patients remain seated the whole 
evening, silent, moody, and abstracted, taking no interest in the 
excitement of the dance. At eleven o'clock ‘‘ God Save the Queen” 
is sung, and the poor creatures go to bed—the majority amused and 
pleased. 

I have said that the more docile often see the outside world, and 
mingle in the recreations of the people who are not quite mad enough 
to be received into Bethlehem—I mean yourself, and myself, and 
the rest of the ladies and gentlemen who are so conceited about their 
sanity. In wet weather the vast extent of the galleries affords no mean 
opportunity for exercise. For fine weather there are spacious and 
well-laid-out gardens, with lawns and parterres, at the rear of the 
edifice, in which gardens, under the care of the attendants, some 

atients take exercise, some smoke, some run and leap, some stand 
immovable for hours, gazing at the sky, the shrubs, or the ground 
No patient looks at his neighbour. But neither passionists nor 
quietists ever do the slightest iujury to trees, or shrubs, or flowers. 

The last of the doors was unlocked, and my tour was at an end 
We went back to Doctor Hood’s study, and I looked through an 
album of log < y taken from patients in their accesses of 
mania, and in their lucid moments. I glanced at reports and 
balance-sheets, and learned that the hospital, although not plethoric 
with wealth, enjoyed an adequate revenue, administered with a wise 
liberality and discretion. learned that the improvements were 
carried out at a great cost ; and I thought that he who would grudge 
one penny of a sum, however liberal, towards such a merciful pur- 
pose must be a crooked-hearted curmudgeon, only fit to farm pauper 
children and make a profit out of them. I left Bethlehem Hospital 
with the conviction that it was the noblest and yet the least pre- 
tentious of England’s many noble but often ostentatious charities. 
I came out into the October world, and found it as‘cold and foggy 
and muddy as usual. I dined, and went to the play and the club ; but 
I had dreamt of Berhlehem, sleeping and waking, for days, I mused 
on what I had seen ; I was haunted by what I had heard. I thought 
of the luxuries and the comforts, the plants and the pet animals, 
the books and the periodicals, the billiard and the ball room, the skill 
and tenderness of the physician ; but all these, to my mind, would 
not fill up the vast abyss of human mental misery yawning beneath 
the lofty dome in St. George’s-fields; and with an inward groan 
I murmured “ Let me be crippled, deaf, blind, paralytic, mutilated 
even to negation of outward form, if such be Thy will, but not 
Mad, O Lord, not Mad!”

Captain Vernon called attention to the report of the Packet and Tele- 
Shes uic Contracts Committee, and moved a resolution to the effect that the 

ouse was of opinion that the contract, entered into on the 26th of April, 
1859, between the Admiralty and Joseph George Churchward, ought to be 
fulfilled. He urged that the decision which the Committee came to, which 
was in substance that Mr. Churchward used his influence at the election 
for Dover, and offered to support Captain Carnegie, then a Lord of the 
Admiralty, with a view to obtaining this contract, and that therefore it 
ought not to be fulfilled, was unjust and ought not to be adhered to. In 
commenting on Mr. Churchward’s connection with the Admiralty, in a 
character he then held as a representative of the press for many years. the 
bon. and —— member caused considerable amusement by reading 
extracts of letters from officials at the Admiralty, giving hints for para- 
graphs and articles in a newspaper. 

Sir F. Barine said that the votes by which the principal points of the 
report were carried in the Committee were given by members of every 

ity. He contended that the original contract entered into with Mr. 
Churchward was not so desirable a one as to render it advisable to my 
it. He admitted that Mr. Churchward, even in his time, was useful to the 
Admirslty in the press, a matter which was almost a necessity to a Govern- 
ment ae which had to defend itself against newspaper attacks, but 
at that time he was not acontractor. The evidence before the Committee 
led them to the opinion that Mr. Churchward believed that he got his con- 
tract for his promise of assistance in a Parliamentary election. Un the 
whole, he urged that the Committee only did their duty in recommending 
the rescinding of the centract. 

Sir 8. NorrHcorr said that all that was asked was that the House should 
not preclude itself from reconsidering the question of this contract—one 
which he contended had been entered into on fair and reasonable grounds, 

Mr. Latino, as a member of the Committee, wished to state that he 
thought the issue involved was whether Mr. Churchward had attempted to 
use undue influence in order to obtain the renewal of his contract; and it 
was the opinion cf the majority of the Committee that euch an attemgt had 
been made. This, he thought, was a sufficient moral justification for the 
House to decline to ratif y the contract.

TENURE AND IMPROVEMENT OF LAND IN IRELAND.—Mr. CarpWeE Lt, ina 
speech of some length, asked leave to bring in a bill to amend the law in 
reference to the above subject. The right hon. gentleman observed that 
the prosperous state of Ireland at the present moment was auspicious for 
legislation on this subject. The chief provisions of his bill were to enable 
limited owners or tenants for life to borrow money for improvements, with 
the consent of the Ch: of the county. In the case of tenants with 
leases, to extend the power of granting improvement leases from twenty-one 
years to forty years, and to vest in corporate es the same power as 

would be possessed by individual proprietors. In the caseof tenants at will 
he pro not to give retrospective compensation, but that when a tenant 
wished to improve he should give three months’ notice of such intention to 
his landlord, that if his landlord should object to those improvements he 
might terminate the tenancy with the view, not of eviction, but to the conclu- 
sion of a written agreementas tothe holding and the improvement of the land. 
If the landlord took no step in the matter, then the tenant might make his 
improvements and go to the Chairman of the county and obtain a provisional 
certificate granting him an annuity of £7 2s. per cent per annum for 
twenty-five years on every £100 so laid out on improvements. There were 
several other details mentioned, but of a minor character.—Lord Fermor 
objected to the measure generally. He thought it would be better to allow 
the existing law to continue rather than to interfere with it by that 
sort of legislative quackery.—Several of the Irish members expressed their 
etrong disapproval of the bill. Leave was, however, given to introduce the 
measure.

The same 
will be the fate of those of St. George and St. Louis of Lucca (1833 and 
1836), that of St. Louis of Parma (1836), and that of the Eagle d’Este of 
Modena (1855). The members, however, are to be allowed to wear their 
decorations for life, unless, indeed. they should prefer to exchange them 
for those of the Sardinian Order of St. Maurice and St. Lazarus.

the raw material mhegetoer, or increase the duty now levied.——An other 
correspondent of the leading journal suggests that India and China might 
supply us with a large quantity of cotton rags.

CoveNT-canDEN Taegatne, as the Royal English Opera, is now 
closcd ; snd, as the Royal Italian Opera, will be opened on Tuesday 
week, the 10th of April. Mr. Gye’s prospectus of the season, if it 
bas been issued, has not yet reached us. © understand he has just 
returned from the Continent, where he has been mustering his vocal 
forces. His difficulties in forming his company must have been much 
increased by the activity of his rival of Her Majesty's Theatre, for 
Mr. Smith bas engaged a company numerous beyond precedent, and 
including a host of the most distinguished names of the day. The 
tug of war commences at both houses at the same time, and we have 
no doubt that both gevera’s, skilful and experienced campaigners, 
will be well prepared for the struggle. 

The English opera season at Covent GarpeEn has been on the 
whole a brilliant one. Wallace's “ Lurline” has placed him in the 
first :ak of English composers, and has filled the treasury of the 
theatre. Miss Pyne and Mr. Harrison deserve their success, for their 
management, ever since the commencement of their enterprise, has 
been both judicious and liberal. During three seasons (as 
Mr. Harrison stated in his address on the closing night) they have 
expended for artists, authors, rent, &c., no less than £80,000. They 
will reopen the theatre in October next, after their summer cam- 
paign in the provinces. 

The principal concerts of the past week have been the Monday 
Popular Concert, the concert of the Vocal Association, and that of 
the London Quintet Union, both on Wednesday evening.

SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


Cuemica, Heat.—M. H. Sainte-Claire Deville hag read befors 
the French Academy of Sciences a resumé of his researches respecting the 
nature of the heat disengaged in chemical combinations. After detailing 
his mode of experimenting, and discussing the various hypotheses respect- 
ing the materiality of heat, he concludes by sa: :—“ Affinity being the 
cause, the heat disengaged is the effect produced by that force, and is pro- 
portional to it ; whence it follows that, if we take the effect for the cause, 
and the cause for the effect (which is permitted to us in this case), we arrive 
at the admission that affinity is nothing else in intensity than the quantity 
of latent heat, or phlogiston, shut up in the body; and thus we identif7 
with an ancient a ae all the physical forces, as Grove and the 
modern philoso; hers desire.” —Z Jnstitut. 


Preparation or Catctum.—M. Dumas, in the name of the 
Capitaine Carron, who formerly pee in the researches of M. Sainte- 
Claire Deville, explained lately to the French Academy of Sciences a new 
mode of preparing the rare metal, calcium, which consists in treating by an 
elevated heat a mixture of chloride of calcium, zinc, and sodium. Tho 
sodium seizes upon the chlorine and forms chloride of sodium ; the calcium 
and zinc remain combined. By raising the temperature a little higher the 
zinc is volatilized, and the calcium remains behind. M. Carron his thus 
obtained at times above 400 mes of calcium. He hopes in a similar 
manner to obtain the analogous metals, barium, strontium, &c. 


Or THE METEOROLOGICAL Parers published by the Board of 
Trade, under the superintendence of Admiral FitzRoy, No. 4 has just been 
issued. It contains a letter from Sir F. L. M‘Clintock, and an abstract of 
the meteorological register from the Fox, with a map and rams. In 
the a) dix is given an account of the marine barometer and other me- 
teorological instruments adopted 7 her Majesty's Government on the 
recommendation of the Kew O' atory committee. 


Tax VELocity or THE WIND during the hurricane of the 
26th, 27th, and 28th of February, at Paris, was measured by M. Hervé 
Mangon, by meansof his anemograph. The greatest mean velocity by half- 
hours was only fourteen metres the second ; but it is not the mean velocity 
which was the cause of so much destruction, but the extremely sudden 
changes. M. Mangon has determined that at one time the velocity ad- 
vanced from forty-one metres to sixty per second. During violent hurri- 
canes the velocity of the wind seldom exceeds forty-five metres per second. 
(The metre is equal to 8°251 feet.) The enormous amount of matters, organic 
and inorganic, in the mass of air thus displaced cannot easily be conceived. 
M. Mangon gives some interesting calculations on this subject.—Cosmos. 

E.LectrotyPinc.—The last number of the Comptes Rendus con- 
tains an account of a mode of reproducing on copper an engraving upon 
stcne. Tho process is the invention of Colonel Levret, and was transmitted 
to the Academy of Sciences A the French Minister of War. Important 
results are anticipated, especially with reference to the production of charts. 


ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

Professor TyNDALL's eleventh lecture, on Thursday (last week), was de- 
voted to the still further consideration of the ‘‘ Polarisation of Light.” The 
optic axes of various cr ystale—viz., nitre, quartz, and mica—were shown, 
and their action on light explained. The doubly-refracting power we 
gous to crystallisation) produced on plates of g by the change in the 
arrangement of the molecules by mechanical pressure, even of the hand, 
and also by the change of temperature on the application of heat, were 
beautifully shown ; the consequent changes of oder being manifested by 
the aid of the electric light. The glass is raised to a high temperature, and 
cooled rapidly of mpm | iton cold metallic surfaces; and many fanciful 
patterne may be thus produced. The lecture concluded with an exposition 
of the ane of circular polarisation. By revolving a crystal of quartz, 
suitably prepared and arranged, each colour of the spectrum appeared suc- 
cessively as a disc on the screen. The overlapping of red and gresn, and 
of blue and yellow, in both cases produced white. The remarkable 
polarising power of certain liquids (e.g., oil of lemons and syrup of sugar) 
was shown, and also Duboscq s apparatus for testing the quantity of sugar 
in aliquid. The latter was kindly lent by Dr. Bence Jones, 


The Friday evening discourse (‘‘ Un Diamonds”) was delivered by Professor 
N. Story Masketyne, the chief of the Mineralogical Department of the 
British Museum—Lord Wensleydale in the chair. Mr. Maskelyne com- 
menced by remarking on the much greater progress which chemistry had 
made in multiplying and classifying the compounds of the elements thin in 
isolating and investigating the clements themselves. Organic chemistry is 
the chemistry of carbon, yet the conditions under which the different st ites 
of elementary carbcn are produced—inceed, how many of such stites there 
are—are comparatively unsolved problems, The diamond is one of these 
states, It is the most interesting of them,—it is, perhaps, the most inter- 
esting form in which matter presents itself to us. The intensity of its hard- 
ness and its transcendant optical characters distinguish it from all known 
things. The former property is employed for cutting glass and aiding the 
lapidary in his many applications of diamond-dust, and would give to the 
diamond a very high commercial value apart from its extraordinary estima- 
tion asagem. The dust has been stated by Petzholdt to owe the gray tint 
it possesses to a physical change of colour caused by pulverisation ; but the 
microscope renders it evident that this hue is owing to an optical cause only, 
arising cut of the high reflecting power and great refractive energy of the 
stone. The law of refraction was then illustrated by experiments, as was 
the result of that law in the case of total internal reflection—where a ray 
traversing a dense medium approaches a rarer one at an angle too large to 
allow its tine to uve any corresponding sine for the angle of an emergent 
beam. The brilliant cut of the diamond was then explainei, and the 
method pointed out by which in it the light incident on the upper facits is 
totally reflected back from the pavilion planes, and 1s broken into the pris- 
matic bues on the surfaces of the bezil and table. Very beautiful illustra 
tions of this were exhibitec—a magnificent diamond, the property of Mr. 
Martin, being placed in the electric light ; and while no ray of light was able 
to traverse the pavilion of the diamond to reach the screen behind it. so that 
a black image of the transparent stone was formed thereon, the diamond 
itself was glowing with a thousand tints, and at the same time exhibiting 
an extraordinary fluorescence. Mr. Maskelyne next adverted to the locali- 
ties of the diamond, and to the possible methods by which it may have been 
formed. It bas been found in situ in a micaceous and talcose sandstone, and 
in hornblende slate, both, doubtless, metamorphosed rocks; so that it is 
hard to say whether the diamond was an original tenant of the rock in its 
earlier stage of existence, or had been formed !n it during the long period when 
metamorphic agency was at work. The chemist has six or seven m>thods or 
lines of experiment open to him for prosecuting the endeavour to form the 
diamord, Of these, perhaps, the most promising is that by which he has 
already formed the boron-diamond and the silicon-diamond—namely, c -ystal- 
lisation from molten metal surcharged with the non-metallic element. The 
discourre concluded with some observations on the Koh4-Noor diamond, in 
which it was proved that a more careful investigation of weights than had 
hitherto been attempted gives a result so exactly concordant with the 
Weight of ‘the famous diamond” of India, which weighed eight mishkals, 
in the days of Sultan Baber, that it is difficult to resist the belief that it and 
the Koh-i-Noor, as it was in the Exhibition of 1851, are the same. If this 
be conceded, the Koh-i-Noor is the most remarkable historical relic perhaps 
in existence. A slight sketch of its history was given, and an explanation 
cffered for the inconsistencies and apparent difficulties introduced into that 
history by the account Tavernier gives of it, which were shown to be capable 
of being elucidated by a close scrutiny of the history of Shah Jehan ani 
Rurungzebe. 

Dr. Langester’s ainth lecture “On Animal Products,” on Saturday last, 
was devoted to oils and fats. The nature of adipose tissue, in the cella of 
which the oils are deposited, was explained, and also the use of fat in 
nourishing and maintaining the temperature of the body. The dis- 
covery of the fatty acids by Chevreul, and the consequent Rusvisdes of 
the properties of oleine, stearine, glycerine, and their compounds, which 
led to the recent rapid improvements in the soap and candle manufactures, 
were specially dwelt upon. The lecture was well illustrated by specimens 
from Price’s manufactory at Belmont and other establishments. 

Professor Owen, in his twelfth and concluding lecture ‘‘On Fossil 
Reptiles” (on Tuesday last), considered those belonging to the orders 
Ophidia (serpents) and Batrachia (frogs and toads), with especial reference 
to the differences in their structure and that of their representatives in our 
own day. Taking the boa-constrictor as a type, he pointed out the admirable 
arrangement and development of the ribs of the serpent, which com- 
peneate for the absence of limbs, for locomotive and defensive purposes, 
and which cnable it to obtain its food on land or in the water. He also 
noted how well the head was protected from danger bya hard conical ivory- 
like covering. Remains of a serpent about twelve feet long were found at 
Sheppey, and of one about twenty feet long at Bracklesham. Romains of 
the Batrachiajhave been found in various degrees of a The 
most noted fossil of this order was discovered at (iningen in 1726, and was 
named by Echeuchzer “ man, a witness of the deluge” (//omo diluvii testis). 
Baron Cuvier showed that it belonged to the water salamanders, a living 
specimen of which bas been recently placed in our Zoological Society's 
gardens. A lucid summary of the course, illustrated by a diagram showing 
the geological distribution of reptiles, concluded the lecture.

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MRS, JAMESON. 


Tuts celebrated authoress died on Saturday, the 17th inst., after a 
few days’ illness. Mrs, Jameson was the eldest daughter of Mr. 
Murphy, painter in ordinary to the Princess Charlotte. She married 
Mr. Robert Jameson, the late Vice-Chancellor of Canada, whom she 
survived six years. Her literary labours commenced with the 
‘Diary of an Ennuyée,” in 1826, followed by volumes on 
various subjects of biography and art. Her principal and most 
popular publications were her “ Characteristics of Women,” chiefly 
studies from Shakspeare; “Visits and Sketches at Home and 
Abroad ;” ‘‘ Winter Studies and Summer Rambles in Canada;” 
the latter work she regarded as peculiarly a record of her own social 
views and convictions. In 1842 she published the ‘‘ Handbook to 
the Public Galleries of Art in and near London,” which was the first 
of a series of artistic works of subsequent production—viz., on 
‘Sacred and Legendary Art,” ‘‘Legends of the Monastic Orders,” 
“ Legends of the Madonna,” &c. One of her Jast publications was 
a revised and enlarged edition of ‘‘Memoirs of the Early Italian 
Painters,” published by Mr. Murray. For two years past she had 
been engaged on a laborious and elaborately illustrated work, 
announced by Messrs. Longman, and nearly completed, ‘‘ The History 
of our Lord and of his Precursor, St. John the Baptist, with the 
Personsges and Typical Subjects of the Old Testament as represented 
in Christian Art.’’ In the completion of this labour she had revisited 
Italy, and passed several months in Rome and other Continental 
cities. At the meeting of the Association for the Promotion of 
Social Science at Bradford in October last she attended the sections 
with the deepest interest and attention, and any brief observations 
she made were received with marked respect. Mrs. Jameson's 
illness was of a few days’ duration only. After a visit to the 
Reading-room of the British Museum she complained of a cold, and 
in two or three days a severe attack of bronchitis succeeded, from 
the effects of which she never rallied. Mrs. Jameson has left friends 
not only in her own country but in almost every capital in Europe 
to lament her loss. ‘ 

The following tribute of reepect to the deceased lady is by the 
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London correspondent of the Manchester Guardian :-—‘‘ The death of 
Mrs, Jameson is a great loss to the literature of the arts, but a greater 
still to the many friends of this most exemplary, intelligent, and 
genial lady.

WESLEYAN CHAPEL, 
WEDNESFIELD HEATH. 


TE opening of this chapel took place 
on Monday, the 12th inst., when the 
Rev. 8. D. Waddy, President of the 
Conference and Governor of Wesley 
College, Sheffield, preached a most 
powerful sermon. ‘The fine new or- 

n, built by Messrs. Wheildon and 
Roberts, of Manchester, containing 
twenty stops, was opened on this 
occasion. e chapel is built almost 
entirely of brick. ‘The walls are red ; 
the plinths, string bands, and a por- 
tion of the arches, in blue, and the 
quoins in white, brick. The style, if 
it can at all be classed, may be said 
to be Norman, but it is rather an 
adaptation of local material in giving 
a character to the building, while fit- 
ting it for its future requirements at 
an economical outlay, and which as- 
similates nearer to the architecture 
of the eleventh century than to any 
other, though a freedom of treatment 
has been adopted in preference to 
any particular style being followed. 
The plan is cruciform in outline, 
though the transepts project but 
slightly beyond the side walls. The 
roof is open—framed, and ceiled be- 
tween the rafters, all the carpenters 
and joiners’ work being stained and 
varnished. ‘The arrangement of the 
seating is central—thespace adjoinin 
the side walls being divided, an 
approached from aisles continuing the 
entire length of the chapel—and will 
accommodate about 600 persons: 250 
will be free. At the the upper end are 
the communion-table and pulpit, and 
immediately behind the latter is a 
screen, in the panels of which is 
written the Decalogue. The organ 
is fixed in a gallery built out behind 
the pulpit, and over one of the ves- 
tries, of which latter there are three, 
provided at the rear of the chapel. 

The chapel was built by Mr. J. P. 
Palmer, under the superintendence of 
Mr. George Bidlake, architect. The 
total cost, including organ, will not 
exceed £1600.

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MONETARY TRANSACTIONS OF THE WEEK. 


(From our City Correspondent.) 

Tue coolness which appears to exist between the Cabinets of England and 
France in reference to the annexation of Savoy, and the decidedly un- 
favourable tone of Lord John Russell’s speech in the House of Commons 
on Monday last, in reference to the extension of French territory, have 
produced considerable flatness in the market for Home Stocks during nearly 
the whole of the pee week. Very few purchases have been made on 
account of the public ; but we may observe that sales have not increased to 
any extent; consequently, the fall in the quotations has been trifling con- 
sidering the state of political affairs on the Continent. 

Owing to the heavy amount locked up in the Bank of England in the 
shape of Treasury deposits—over £10,000,000—money for commercial = 
poses has become scarce. In Lombard-street the lowest rate for the best 
short paper is now 4} to 4§ per cent, and for four months’ bills, 4} to 5 per 
cent. At those quotations the demand is still very active, and, at their 
usual weekly meeting on Thursday, the directors of the Bank of Eagland 
were compelled to advance their minimum rate of discount from 4 to 4} per 
cent, That our trade, both import and export, is in a flourishing state, is 
evident from the enormcus amount of paper nowa‘loat. On the Continent, 
however, a worse state of things prevails, notwithstanding that the new 
treaty with France is now in operation. In the Stock Exchange loans have 
been  _enee for short periods, at from 8} to 4 per cent, on the security of 
Consols. 


The last steamer for India took out £189,281, chiefly in silver. The 
demand for that metal has fallen off, and the price of bars has declined to 
614d, ounce standard. As there is now no profit on gold shipments, 
very few withdrawals have taken place from the Bank of England. The 
imports have been about £250,000, and it is ay sea that nearly the whole 
of Them will be taken for the Continent. We learn that about £360,000 in 
silver is on passage by the West India steamer. . 

A further divi of 6d, in the pound will be paid to the creditors of 
the Royal British Bank on the 4th or 5th of April. With this psyment 
virtually terminates the career of undertaking. ap 

The whole of the £100,000 additional capital to complete the Great Ship 
for sea has been subscribed. The shares, however, still keep at about 10s. 

Two foreign loans have been announced—viz., one for Austria, of about 
£20,000,000; and another for Sweden, of £1,400,000. The whole of the 
former it is proposed to raise in Germany by means of a lottery; and a 
portion of the latter will, it is ex , be raised here.

excellent mansion. Hastings was low of stature, but strong and 
; of a ruddy complexion, with flaxen hair. His clothes were 
always of greencloth. His house was of tbe old fashion, in the midst 
of a park, well stocked with deer, rabbits, and fishponds. He 
had a long, narrow bowling-green in it, and used to play with round 
sand-bow Here, too, he had a banqueting-room built, like a 
stand, inalargetree. He kept all sorts of hounds, that run buck, 
fox, hare, otter, and badger; and had hawks of all kinds, both long 
and short winged. His great hall was commonly strewed with 
marrowbones, and full of hawk-perches, hounds, spaniels, and ter- 
riers.

THE FARM. 


THE announcement that the Royal Agricultural Society intend to 
hold their 1861 meeting in Yorkehire has roused the people of Don- 
caster into action at once. ‘he Mayor summoned his Corporation 
forces to the council chamber, aud £500 was unanimously voted, and 
a canvass of the town and neighbourhood for subscripticns planned 
forthwith. Independently of the rich and spirited agricultural district 
in which it is siuated, Doncaster can furnish facilities for a success- 
ful meeting equal if nct superior to any town in England. It is on 
the line of the Great Northern railway, of which it is the principal 
"ant, and connected with Sheffield and the midiand counties by the 
uth Yorkshire line. The Town Moor, of such rich St. Leger 
renown, furnishes an arena which it is impossible to surpass either in 
point of convenience or extent; and the town itself also possesses 
the singular property of being remarkably “elastic” in point of 
accommodation. In nearly every place which the Society has visited 
hitherto the great outcry has been that lodgings were dreadfully 
scarce and bad ; in fact, that people were not acoustomed to let, and 
therefore did not care to let, whereas Doncaster is in the habit of 
ao three to four thousand lodgers for their race week every 
autumn. 

With the exception of Colonel Duncombe's, of Waresley Park, St. 
Neot’'s, there is no shorthorn sale on Mr. Strafford's list for next 
month. The Colonel's herd consists of about fifty head, purchased 
and bred from some of the choicest herds, and crossed with bulls 
from Lord Feversham’s, Mr. Bates’s, Mr. Mason Hopper’s, and 
other famous breeders.

Myriads of 
birds, after ey J satisfying their voracious appetites upon the tinny 
tenants of the deep, have for ages made the islands their resting- 

lace and nightly abode, and the receptacle of their fecal offerings. 

rom the arid nature of the climate the excess of humidity has 
speedily evaporated from their ordure, decomposition has been 
arrested, and by gradual accumulation from time immemorial these 
extraordinary deposits have attained the depth, in many parts, of 
one hundred feet.” 

The French chemists are at present vory full of the advantages of 
herring-brine as a manure. It is said to be especially suited to land 
rich in carbonate of lime, and, besides increasing the growth of wheat, 
effectually protects it from smut.

IMPERIAL SHOOTING EXCURSION IN THE FOREST 
OF FONTAINEBLEAU. 

Or all the forests in France that of Fortainebleau is undoubtedly the 
finest, not only on account of its extent (35,000 acres), but also by 
rea ‘on of the picturesque beauty of the various sites, which have ren- 
dered it the favourite resort of artists and poets. Its modern name, 
taken from the town situated in its midst, is derived from a spring of 
water formerly existing there, ard which was so refreshing to thirst 
huntsmen as to obtain for it the appellation of ‘‘ Fontaine Belle Eau.” 
Rich in vegetation, for almost every kind of tree, plant, and flower 
grows there ; rich in historical associations, for it was inhabited by 
Regal personages as far back as the tenth century ; and in modern 
times the captivity, in the chateau, of Pope Pius VII. and the abdi- 
cation of Napoleon [., have rendered it celebrated—an excursion to 
Fontainebleau has always offered a charm to persons visiting the 
French capital; and they never return disappointed. The lover of 
Nature is sure to be delighted with the rich variety of its produc- 
tions ; the poet will find there an unfailing source of inspiration for 
his Muse ; and the lover of history will discover in the records of its 
chiteau souvenirs of almost every French Sovereign, from the days 
of good King Robert down to the present time. 

It is rare, indeed, that any foreign Prince or Sovereign visitin, 
Paris departs without having made a tour to Fontainebleau, anc 
the Prince of Orange during his late visit to the yop Napoleon 
did not furnish an exception to the rule, in spite of the rigour of the 
weather, during the middle of January last. But then Fontaine- 
bleau is charming under every aspect: the summer sun, the winter 
wind, the thunderstorm, or the snow-sheet—every physical change 
only varies the enchantment of the view. So the Prince, accom- 

ied by his Imperial host, determined on a run down to Fontaine- 

leau to see the chiteau and for a day's shooting incompany. A 

special train conveyed the distinguishes travellors. who, after ovine 

om roan | over the palace, went to the preserves for the enjoyment

Oar artist has given an idea of this Imperial and Royal shoot- 
ing excursion which has an air of novelty about it that will no 
doubt interest English sportsmen. The preserves for shooting 
are situated at a short distance from the palace, which is seen 
in the perspective. The entrance to them is by the Porte des 
Fours, a'so shown in our Engraving. On the right hand of our 
Illustration are the gun-carriers, who hand them as required to the 
head gamekeeper, whose duty it is to pass them to the Prince and 
Emperor. ‘The said guns are loaded by cavalry sub-officers, and the 
beaters-up of the game are also soldiers of the Guard in undress 
costume. Another gamekeeper is holding the beautiful Newfound- 
land dog employed for fetching the game killed by the Emperor and 
his guest. On the left is a sant who is charged with the collec- 
tion of the spoils at the end of the sport, and to place them in a 
cart, in which they are conveyed to a spot of ground whoreon is made 
the tableau or exhibition of all the es, rabbits, pheasants, &c., 
that have been killed. Our Engraving represents the commencement 
of the shooting, the moment when the Prince of Orange, in cgn- 
formity with the Emperor's wish and as a mark of honour, took the 
first shot. His Majesty was in the ordinary costume of a private 
gentleman, his h being the convenient wideawake generally 
worn by him on similar occasions.

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THE CHARING-CROSS BRIDGE. 


Tus bridge is for the purpose of extending the South-E:stern 
Railway from London. bridge to Charing-cross, where a station will 
be crected upon the site of the Hu ord Market. The station 
will be on the same level as the The bridge is to be erected 
upon the site of the present Suspension-bridge, which will ba taken 
down to make room for the new bridge. The Thames at this point 
is 1350 feet in width, and is 30 feet at high water. The bridge 
is to be supported on cast-iron columns sunk deep into the bed of 
the Thames. Upon these columns the superstructure of the bridge, 
which will be wholly of wrought iron, is to rest. The bridge will 
have a minimum width of 70 feet—sufficient for four lines of way, 
with footpaths seven feet in width on each side, on which the pas- 
senger traffic across the S -bridge will be continued. ‘he 
bridge will be of eight 5 each 154 feet; and the height of the 
under side of the bri Trinity high-water mark will be 
nowhere less than 25 feet. The Act of iament authorising its 
construction was obtained last Session. Tho designs of the bridge 
have received the sanction of the Admiralty and of the Conservators 
of the River Thames, acd the works have been commenced. Mr. 
Hawkshaw is the engineer of the bridge and railway, and Mr. George 
Wythes the contractor; but the bridge, as well as the other iron 
bridges Gone the line, are to be and erected for the con- 
tractor by Messrs. Cochrane and Co., who are executing the. iron- 
work for Westminster-bridge.

VICE-ADMIRAL R. RIDDELL CARRE. 

Vior-Aomirat Robert Riddell Carre, who died rather suddenly on the 
Ist inst , aged seventy-eight, at his seat, Cavers Carre, Roxburghshire, was 
descended paternally from a branch of the sncient house of Riddell, 
Baronets of that uk, and maternally from the old family of Carre, formerly 
Ker, of Cavers, a branch of the renowned border family of Ker, of Ferm- 
hirst, of which were the Lords Jedburgh, Earls of Ancram. Admiral Carre 
was the son of Thomas Riddell, of Camieston, Roxburghshire, by his wife, 
Elizabeth, daughter of John Carre, of Cavers, whose estates he inherited 
and whose surname he assumed, and he was the grandson of Sir Walter 
Riddell, Bart. He entered the al Navy in 1796, and for many years was 
actively employed in the Baltic, Hast Indies, and on other eta . He 
was present, in the Veteran (64), at the battle of Copenhagen, in 1801, and 
commanded the Britomart at bombardment of Algiers, in 1816, for 
which memorable events he received medals. He was afterwards made Post 
Captain, and in 1846 accepted the retire attaining, in 1851, the rank of 
Rear-Admiral, and su! uently that of Vice-Admiral.

CAPTAIN HENRY CONN, R.N. 

Cavrain Henry Conn, late of Trennick, Cornwall, who expired at his | 
residence in South Belgravia, on the 4th inst., entered the Royal Navy as 
midshipman at the age of six years, when his juvenile appearance so amused | 
Lord Nelson that his Lordship measured him against his cocked hat. Henry | 
Conn saw much active service before he was made Lieutenant (at fifteon), | 
baving been engaged in that deadly but less well-known struggle of the J/unon 
against two superior French frigates, assisted by two transports, in which 
the majority of the officers and men of the Junon were killed and wounded. 
Conn became a Commander in 1848. He was the only son of Captain John 
Coun, who had served Lord Nelson as his Flag Captain in the Victory, who 
commanded the Discovery at Sry volunteered to take charge of the 
howitzer boats in the night attack on the Boulogne flotilla, and led 
the Dreadnought, 98, into action at Trafalgar, having there captured the 
Spanish 74, the San Juan, one of the only four prizes that were secured 
after that battle. ~~ Henry Conn, the subject of this notice, was also 
grandson of the Rev. lsaac Nelson, Rector of Meidon, a collateral branch of 
the family of the great naval hero, and was a nephew of the late Lieutenant- 
General John Spens, of Stonclaw, Scotland, and cousin of the late Thomas 
J. Kuowlys, Esq, of Heyshara Tower, in the county of Lancaster. The 
tamiiy of Conn is of Irish extraction. 





CHARLES ROS3, ESQ. 

Cuan.es Ross, Esq., one of the Commissioners of the Audit Board, who 
died on the 22nd inst., at his residence, 60, Portland-place, was the only son 
of a gallant military officer, the late General Aloxander Ross, by his wife, 
Barbara Evelyn Isabella, + of the late Sir Robert Gunning, 
Bart., K.B., and was born in 1799. He had scarcely attained his majority 
when he entered Parli tas ber for the since-disfranchised borough 
of Orford. He was afterwards M.P. for St. Germans and for Northampton. 
Mr. Ross held ep ay of a Lord of the Admiralty for a short time in 1830, 
and was a Lord of Treasury in 1834-85. He was appointed one of the 
Cora missioners of the Audit Board in 1849, and held that office till his death. 
He married, on the 7th of April, 1825, Lady Mary Cornwallis, daughter of 
Charles, second and last Marq Cornwallis, and sister of the late Lady 
Braybrooke - the my hey ro St. Germans, by which

There is a constant grumble heard smong the working classes of 
this country that the criminals in our gaols are better fed, better 
clothed, and in general better taken care of than are the honest 
paupers who, on the decay of their powers of industry, are com- 
peled by poverty to seek the chill asylum of the workhouse; and 
the grumble has no small amount of truth to sustain it. It is in 
the same spirit, and with the same amount of justice, we complain 
that the brave men who assisted in sa to the British Crown the 
empire of India should have been, when they had accomplished their 
work, shipped off from the scene of their glory like so many negroes 
from the Gold Coast, to pass through a state of horrors vying with 
that of the middle p ©. Had a body of thieves, burglars, and 
homicides been sent, in the days of transportation, from Milbank to 
Botany Bay so crowded and so ill-provided both with food and 
raiment the whole congregation of professional philanthropists 
would have joined in show denunciations and anathemas upon 
the heads of those answerable for the business. 

In reviewing this painful case, however, it is pleasing to find 
that even in it there isa bright spot, rendered still more Gright by 
the dark foil of gross carelessness and culpability which surrounds it ; 
for we learn that the — and officers of the ship are entirely free 
from blame ; that the ship's contract was satisfactorily fulfilled ; and 
that the uneey officers and surgeon did their best, under the circum- 
stances 1n which they were placed, to promote the health of themen 
under their charge.

im ce of a fast- machine for newspaper printing. 
The type-revol ting-machine was invented by Colonel 
Richard M. Hoe in 1846, and patented in 1847. It is, as its name 
indicates, on the rotary principle ; that is, the form of type is placed 
on the surface of a horizontal revolving cylinder of about four feet 
and a half in diameter. The form occupies a segment of only about 
oue fourth of the surface of the cylinder, and tue remainder is used 
as an ink-distributing surface. Around this main cylinder, and 
paraliel with it, are smaller impression-cylinders. The large 
cylinder being put in motion, the form of types thereon is carried 
successively to all of the impression-cylinders, at each of which a 
sheet is introduced and receives the impression of the type as the 
form passes, Thus as many sheets are printed at each revolution of 
the main cylinder as there are i on-cylinders around it. One 
person is required at each impression-cyliuder to supply the sheets of 
paper, which are taken at the proper moment by fingers or grippers, 
and after being printed are conveyed out by tapes, and laid in 
heaps by means of self-acting flyers, thereby dis,ensing with 
the hands required in ordinary machines to receive and pile the 
sheets. The grippers hold the sheet securely, so that the thin- 
nest ne pers may be printed without waste. The ink is 
contained a fountain placed beneath tle main cylinder, and 
is conveyed by means of distributing-rollers to the distributing 
surface on the main cylinder. This suface being lower, or less in 
diameter, than the form of types, passes by the impression-cylinder 
without touching. For eac jpression-cylinder there are two 
inking-rollers, which receive their supply of ink from the distributing 
surface of the main cylinder and the form as it under 
them, after which they again advance to the distributing surface. 
Each page of the paper is locked up on a detached segment of the 
large cylinder, which constitutes its bed and chase. The column- 
rules run parallel with the shaft of the cylinder, and are consequently 
straight, while the head, advertising, and dash rules are inthe form of 
segments of acircle. The column rules are in the form of a wedge, 
with the thin part d towards the axis of the cylinder, so as 
to bind the type securely, ‘These wedge-shaped column-rules are 
held duwn to the bed by tongues, projecting at intervals along their 
length, and which slide in rebated grooves, cut crosswiee in the face 
of the bed. ‘The spaces in the grooves between the co'umn-rulesare 
accurately fitted with sliding biocks of metal, even with the surface 
of the bed, the ends of which blocks are cut away underneath to 
receive a projection on the side of the tongues of the column-rules. 
The form of type is locked in the bed by means of screws at the foot 
and sides, by which the type is held as securely as in the ordinary 
manner upon a flat bed, if not even moreso. The speed of these 
——— limited only by the ability of the feeders to supply the 

eets. 

Colonel Hoe's invention was the first successful attempt to print, 
on the rotary principle, with ordinary types made up on a cylindrical 
form. This system combines the greatest speed in printing, 
durability of machinery, and economy ot labour. 

The Daily Telegraph is now printed in spacious offices designed and 
built for the purpose, by Messrs. Arding and Son, of Dorset-street, 
by a ten-cylinder lag eg machine, manufactured by Messrs. 
R. Hoe and Co., of New York. From twenty to twenty-five thousand 
impressions an hour can be worked by this ten-feeder machine. 
The Daily Telegraph machine, including flyers, is thirty-five fect 
long, twelve feet wide, and eighteen feet high ; it weighs upwards of 
thirty tons; was brought to this country in forty-seven cases, and 
was © , in an unprecedentedly short space of time, by the 
zealous exertions and under the active superintendence of Mr. 
William Conquest. ‘Che whole of the machinery for driving the 
above has been designed and manufactured by the Messrs. Symons 
Brothers, engineers and millwrights, of Southwark-bridge road, and 
consists of a pair of beam-engines of twenty-five-horse power com- 
bined, the steam of cylinders being thirtsen inches in the bore. 
The motion is communicated from the evgine crankshaft by a spur 
flywheel of ten feet diameter, which works into a pinion s'x feet 
diameter, gear’d with wood teeth. This is fixed on the main 
shaft, to which is connected the entire machinery throughout the 
establishment.
